THE COLLEGE VIEW. 
Miss INNEs, matron of Leeds General Infirmary 


writes : “As a member of the deputation who went 
to the House of Commons to meet the Medical 
Members’ Committee, I wish to point out very 
strongly that our visit was to support the G.N.C., 
as Sir Arthur Stanley has shown by his letter with 
regard to Rule 9, I(g), and nothing we said could 
possibly be made to suggest that we wished the 
time extended to any later date than 1900.

A CONTEMPORARY’S CRITICISM. 


In the course of an article on the debate in the 
House the Poor Law Officers’ Journal refers to 
it as conducted in the regular and properly defined 
manner which is one of the constitutional safe- 
guards that Parliament against the 
unwise or improper use of powers which it has 
delegated to Government Departments or others, 
but which the Council and its Chairman appear 
at the moment disposed to challenge. The 
discussion, the Journal holds, goes to show that 
the Council’s interpretation of the qualifications 
for admission to the Register is both unfair and 
impracticable, and it warns the Council against 
assuming that it can set itself up as a competing 
authority to the expressed will of the House of 
Commons, or that the Privy Council could weigh 
the Council’s views against those of the House; it 
points out that it is far from likely that the House 
of Lords will interest itself in the matter to the 
extent of accepting a motion running counter 
to that of the Commons, which will be loath to 
receive instruction from the Council as to how it 
should act. All the talk about taking counsel’s 
opinion is, it says, beside the point; the decision 
of the House reached by a free vote and with the 
Whips off was clear proof that the justice of Dr.

THE SEPARATED INFIRMARY, 


THE requirement of hospital training in ney 
appointments to matronships of workhouse infir- 
maries apparently constitutes a grievance in the 
opinion of some workhouse officials who are thus 
ineligible for promotion. A draft order issued 
by the Ministry of Health was the subject of dis- 
cussion recently between Mr. Turner, of the 
Ministry, and a deputation from the * National 
Association of Poor Law Masters and Matrons. 
The discussion revealed some interesting points 
and, inasmuch as at one time the General Nursing 
Council declared itself to be opposed to recognising 
as training schools for nurses unseparated Poor 
Law hospitals, the matter is of interest to the 
profession. The deputation regretted that the 
Order contemplated placing the entire control 
of the separated hospital in the hands of the 
medical superintendent. It was felt that the 
model of a general hospital, where a layman was 
responsible for lay administration and a medical 
man for the medical work, was more likely to 
expand and improve the services of the Poor Law 
infirmaries of the country. There should, it was 
thought, be no separate infirmary unless a rest- 
dential medical officer was appointed. (This, tt 
will be recollected, is a stipulation of the G.NA vs 
though in certain cases it has been temporarily 
waived. There is, apparently, power to 
make the new Order obligatory. A paragraph m 
the Ministrv’s letter introducing the circular states 
that an infirmary, to be a separated one, need not 


be composed of structures “ physically : separated 


from other Poor Law buildings. The deputation 
considered the Order in the light of an invitation 
to Guardians to separate whether physically 
capable or not. It was officially stated that there 
was no intention of compelling guardians to accept 
separation; the Order was a compilation of existing 
Orders and was merely being issued to facilitate 
separation when desired. It was contended = 
the matron should have access by report to t e 
Guardians apart from the medical superintendent. 
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THE ROYAL NATIONAL PENSION FUND. 

Tue 36th annual meeting is being held at the 
Roval Society of Arts, London, on June 28th. 
The number of policies issued during the year was 
999, and the total premiums received amounted 
to £92,489 5s. 9d. Six hundred and thirty-one 

licies, held by 551 nurses, were surrendered, 
hut among the new policies issued were several 
taken out by former holders. One hundred and 
gventy-three nurses became annuitants during 
the year, and the total number drawing annuities 
on December 31st was 3,157; the average annuity 
was {26 17s. Sick pay was distributed to 87 
nurses. The interest on invested funds (over two 
million pounds) was £102,699 8s. ld. More than 
half the funds are invested in War Loan or other 
British Government securities. The management 
expenses were {8,597 I4s. Id. The retiring 
representatives of policy-holders are Miss Alsop 
and Miss Cann, both of whom offer themselves for 
re-election.

NURSES *“‘BORED TO DEATH.” 

Mr. R. G. Durr, Ministry of Health Inspector, 
speaking at arecent meeting of the Bath Guardians, 
who have just concluded an arrangement with the 
Bristol Guardians regarding the training of 
probationers, said that his experience was that 
nurses trained solely at one of the hospitals at 
which surgical and acute cases were dealt with 
did not best meet requirements in Poor Law 
institutions. When they got into the latter they 
got bored to. death because they said there was 
nothing to keep alive their professional instincts 
and they either resigned or made difficulties. By 
having nurses partly trained at Bath and partly 
at Bristol the Guardians of the former, said 
Mr. Duff, would ensure having nurses best suited 
to their work.

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THE CHRONIC ABDOMEN. 

In the treatment of the chronic abdomen the 
most important thing is to catch the patient early. 
If she has once set her feet on the slippery slope 
vhich leads to successive operations she is undone. 
A timely “ fattening cure,” followed by the pro- 
vision of an efficient abdominal support, regulation 
»f the bowels by the mildest laxative, supplemented 
if necessary by simple enemas, an abundant but 
unirritating diet, soothing of the nervous system 
by bromides—these are the physical measures 
On the mental side the patient should be encour- 
iged to take up some definite oc« upation which will 
provide her with an interest outside herself 

In an incipient case such means may suffice, 
but if one has to do with a confirmed example 

f the disorder one’s task is much more difficult. 
The patient will probably have already had het 
appendix removed at least, and if any further 
operation is decided upon it is best, I believe, to 
make it of a purely exploratory character. 

There remains the mental side to be dealt 
with. What is to be desired here is something 
which will dislocate the patient’s mind from its 
perpetual revolution round her umbilicus and set 
it open to wider horizons. The war cured some 
and loss of fortune and bereavement have cured 
thers; but these are drastic remedies which it is 
not within our power to prescribe Suffragettism 
undoubtedly was the salvation of some abdominal 
vomen, but the suffragettes are now experiencing 
the tragedy of fulfilled ambition, and probably 
nany of them have relapsed. Marriage, and the 
advent of a child—even an adopted one—are 
often potent remedies, and the fancy religions 
Christian Science, Theosophy, Spiritualism, and 
so forth—may be ways of escape. One of my 
patients, an ex-nurse (and ex-nurses furnish the 
most malignant types of the chronic abdomen), 
once consulted a palmist, who after looking at 
her hand said, ‘‘ If I were your husband I would 
take a stick to you!” The advice was sound, and 
might often, perhaps, be effective. Whether the 
methods of M. Coué will help these patients 
emains to be seen. The difficulty is that many 
of them, despite their protestations to the con- 
trary, really lack the will to be well, and their 
daily litany is : ‘‘ Day by day, and in every way, 
] get worse and worse.” 

I confess, therefore, to some feeling of despair 
as regards the treatment of the more advanced 
cases of the chronic abdomen, and on the whole 
I am inclined to think that the less one has to 
do with them the better both for one’s peace of 
mind and one’s professional reputation. Yet, 
unfortunately, these cases are likely to increase 
in the future, for as civilization gets more complex, 
as fewer women in the upper classes marry, or, 
being married, have fewer and fewer children, 
all the factors which favour the development 
of chronic abdominalism will be more intense. 
It is a bleak prospect.—R. Hutchison, M.D., in 
the Lancet.

An ordinary sheet folded over at the top makes 
an excellent gown for the operator, if the ends be 
carefully taken up under the arms, crossed in th 
back, and used as sleeves for the shoulder and 
upper part of the arms, the middle of the upper 
end of the sheet being pinned to the collar m 
front. 

A stretcher may be improvised by slipping 
two window poles or broom handles into folds 
of a sheet folded into the required size and fastened 
with safety pins 

The Trendelenburg position can be secured by 
using an ordinary kitchen chair, comfortably 
padded with rubber covered pillow, and sheet, the 
back of the chair being placed under the patient 

The lithotomy position may be secured by 
placing under the knees a padded walking-stick, 
to the ends of which is fastened a sheet folded 
diagonally and placed under the shoulders. 

An emergency steam sterilizer may be arranged 
by making a crate to fit the interior of an ordinary 
washing-boiler, two pieces of board laid across 
this crate about six inches above the water will

To keep a patient in a semi-recumbent position, 
a broomstick with a blanket or pillow wrapped 
round, making it resemble a knee bolster, and 
fastened with a cord at either end, will be found 
most useful.—Ka: Tiakt.

The nurses have lectures on anatomy and physiology 
during their first year, given by the Medical Superin 
tendent, and in practical nursing by the Matron; they are 
trained under the rules of the Fever Nurses’ Association 
In their second year they have lectures upon infectious 
diseases. Their Home is cosy and comfortable, and 
there is a large army hut for recreation and lectures 
and 16 bedrooms in another army hut. There is to be 
a new dining-room for 60 nurses and a sisters’ sitting 
room built in the near future 

The wards which are very light and bright with central 
stoves and hot pipes are built in blocks. There are 80 
beds for scarlet fever patients and 169 for tuberculosis 
cases. 

The children’s baths on stands are very good, saving 
the stooping which is so tiring for the nurse when bathing 
small children. Intubation has almost entirely taken

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THE USE OF DRUGS IN 


By A. H. Ricarpson, Pee hating 
In labour the best time to use opium is in that 
typ of case Where the mother is tired out by a 
long drawn out labour and where pains are 
becoming weak. If an opium pill is given at this 
stage it usually results in a few hours sleep when 
she will probably start again to have good pains 
and finish off the business when she wakes up. 

A good rule is never give opium where the 
deliver ‘y may be expected to be terminated 
within 4 hous 

The principle of twilight sleep is the narcotic 
etlect of repeate d doses of hyoscine ; first inje ction 
is a mixed injection of hyoscine and morphia 
Afterwards repeated injections at short intervals 
of an Four to two hours of small doses of hy os ine 
so as to keep the patient drowsy. Loss of memory 
is aimed at. 


Twilight sleep can only be carried out under the 
supervision of a medical practitioner. It will be 
the duty of a midwife in attendance to watch 


effect of drug on her and on the pains. The room 
must be dark and quiet. 

Sometimes the patient becomes delirious and 
difficult to control. The bladder has to be watched 
as the patient is thirsty and may drink copiously. 

The child may not breathe very readily when 
born but generally recovers without artificial 
respiration if kept warm or put in a warm bath. 


Of the sedatives Chloral hydrate, usual dose 
2) grains; Syr. Chlor, 10 grs. to the teaspoonful, 
dose 1-2 teas; Pot. Brom, 20-30 grs. 


A common sedative draught is a mixture con- 
taining 20 grs. of each toanounce. It is very useful in 
he first stage, particularly where there is rigidity 
of the cervix with inertia of the uterus. I commend 
this to you for practical use. 

Now to turn to the third and last group, namely 
the laxatives and aperients. 

Constipation is a curse at any time but never 
more so than during pregnancy ; it seems to be 
often aggravated then or if a pe atie nt is all right 
odinarily, she often seems to become a subject of 
constipation during her pregnancy. There are 
Many drugs which the midwife finds useful for 
different circ umstances in midwifery and some of 
these are castor oil, E psom’s salts (mag. sulph.), 
liquid paraffin, senna, rhubarb, cascara, calomel. 
sey powder and others, but these are the more 
common ones,

re formed in it. Many a case of 
excessive vomiting in early pregnancy is cured by 
regular efficient clearing out of the bowel; many 
a case of albuminuria (pregnancy kidney) is warded 
off or very much improved by the same 
I think that during ordinary pregnancy 
cannot do better than use a combination of liquid 
paraffin and cascara or senna. Liquid paraffin is 
not an aperient; it is simply a lubricant of the 
bowel and generally requires a little aperient to 
stimulate the peristalsis, 1.e., forward movement 
of the intestine, but the usual experience is that 
senna is rather an irritant and its prolonged use 
is liable to set up a mild type of chronic inflam- 
mation, namely cotitis,so that I must say our choice 
rests with a preparation of liquid cascara combined 
with liquid paraffin. 

An occasional dose of Epsom salts, say 
a week is I think very beneficial and of 
Epsom salts are the aperient of choice where 
there is any question of toxemia of pregnancy 
as in the pregnancy kidney (as albuminuria of 
pregnancy may be called). In this condition the 
tissues are often cedematous so that it is a question 
of abstracting more fluid from the body than is 
put into it, and one aims at producing one to three 
watery daily. Epsom salts are of course 
not used after labour on account of their effect 
on reducing the supply of milk but there are 
occasions when they are useful even then, as for 
instance when the baby is still-born or dies, or

when there is so much milk that the breasts are 
uncomfortably full and engorged In the latter 
case a single dose of Epsom salts is very useful 


in reducing their congestion. 


The great problem in midwifery tomy mind is 
what to give dwing the puerperium, as most of 
the aperients I have mentioned, cascara, senna 


and certainly rhubarb, are apt to affect the baby 
through the mother and then you have a crying 
baby with diarrhoea and green stools and a 
worried mother whose milk rapidly begins to go 
off. Again, it would seem that all should be done 
by judicious diet to counteract constipation 

wholemeal bread, fats, fruit, and green vegetables 
(with care), while liquid paraffin again seems to be 
most useful. Sometimes regular doses of liquid 
paraffin and a simple enema every other day will 
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be efficient till such times as the diet and paraffin 
will work alone. 

I mentioned two mercurial preparations, calomel 
and grey powder. 

The former, calomel, has a great reputation as 
an aperient for an unconscious patient as in 
eclampsia, and every midwife is credited with 
great skill in its administration in a little butter 
on the tongue. The full dose is 5 grs. which is a 
very small powder and it is usually slowly swallowed 
under these circumstances (can be given hourly in 
1 gr. doses, usually followed of course after 8-10 
hours by salts if the patient is conscious). 

Grey powder is often given to babies where 
mercury is required, as in congenital syphilis. It 
is apt to produce diarrhcea in time and this must 
be watched for and reported. 

Last but not least comes castor oil, the midwife’s 
vade mecum, the obstetrician’s help. There is 
nothing like a good dose early in the first stage 
and it should be a good dose. It will act well, 
pains will be much stronger, and the rectum will 
be empty for the second stage. Its worst properties 
are its nauseating taste and its costive action after 
evacuation. Again as the first aperient of the 
puerperium there is nothing to touch it. It is 
nearly always efficient and has no effect on the 
milk or the baby. 

If the baby needs anything, again it is useful, 
only don’t be too keen on clearing out the 
meconium. The latter probably has its use in 
preserving the delicate mucous membrane of the 
baby’s intestine from injury; it was not put there 
for nothing. 

Finally let me commend castor oil to you as an 
inducer of labour. Many a patient I know has been 
saved from bougies by a timely dose of castor oil.

» mother and child, and what steps should be taken at the 
time of labour to minimise them ? 

rhe midwife’s duty is to explain to the patient that 
the case is one in which the advice of a registered medical 
practitioner is necessary, and to fillin the form for sending 
for medica] help, and hand it to the patient or the nearest 
relative or friend to be sent to the medical practitioner, 
or approved institution. 

The rhe infection may spread 
upwards to the cervix, the body of the uterus, and thence 
along the Fallopian tubes to the peritoneal cavity, causing 
inflammation and abscess in the pelvis, with consequent 
invalidism and sterility. Infection of Bartholin’s gland 
may occur and the patient have an abscess in one or other 
labium majus 

An upward spread of the infection from the urethra 
may leadtocystitis. Insome casesthe rectum isinvolved, 
Very occasionally the infection may spread to the blood 
and give rise to a low form of septicemia and to gonorr- 
hoeal rheumatism. Some of the infective matter may be 
carried by the fingers to the eyes and give rise to com] 
junctivitis. After labour there is a grave risk of sepsis. 

The dangers to the child. Infection of the eyes causing 
opthalmia neonatorum, with either impairment or loss of 9 
sight. The mouth and other mucous membranes may be 
infected. 

To minimise the dangers of gonorrhoea during labour 
a midwife must immediately report the case to a doctor. 
Keep the membranes intact as long as possible and give 
a vaginal douche of perchloride of mercury, 1-4,000, 
In all cases, with surgically clean hands, well swab the 
external parts before the head is born. As soon as the } 
child's head is born, and if possible, before the eyes are 
opened, itseyelids must be carefully cleansed (C.M.B. rule), 9 

After the birth of the child cleanse each hand and wrap] 
the child up carefully in such a way that the hands are 
confined in the wrapper. The midwife must be most 
careful to use the greatest precaution when in attendance 
on a woman with a purulent discharge lest she convey the 7
